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NEWS IN BRIEF.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. | 


In the Senate, on the 12th, the joint reso- 
tution congratulating the United States of 
Brazil on the adoption of a Republican form 
of government; a joint resolution request - 
ingthe President to invite the King of the 
Hawiian Islands to select delegates to the 
Pan-American Congress, and Senate bill au- 
thorizing the construction of a bridge over 
the Arkansas river inthe Indian Territory, 
were passed, after which the Senate spent 
five hours in secret session in consideration 
of the appointment and the confirmation of 
Indian Commissioner Morgan....In_ the 
House an adjourned session of the llth, the 
regular day and night session were all de- 
voted toa discussion of the code of rules. 

In the Senate,on the 13th,a number of 
bills were reported from committees and 
placed on the calendar, after which consid- 
eration of the bill to provide a temporary 
government for Oklahoma was resumed, the 
pending question being Mr. Plumb’s amend- 
ment to include No-Man’s-Land within the 
Territory, which was rejected. Some formal 
amendments were then agreed to and thée4 
bill was passed..... In the House the joint 
resolution of congratulations to Brazil was 
passed unanimously. Consideration of the 
code of rules was then proceeded with, and 
several amendments were adopted. 

In the Senate, on the 14th, among the bills 
reported from committees and placed on 
the calendar was one to transfer the reve- 
nue marine tothenavalestablishment, The 
Senate then proceeded to the consideration 
of bills on the calendar, a number of which 
were passed In the House the code of 
rules occupied the whole of the adjourned 
session, and soon after the opening of the 
regular session were again taken up. A 
number of amendments were offered, most 
of which were voted down. At five o’clock 
the Speaker stated that the previous ques- 
tion was ordered on the adoption of the 
rules, which were then adopted by a strict 
party vote of 161 to 145, 

THE Senate was not in session on the 15th 
....In the House the first application of 
the new rules was made against several 
Republican members, who, coming in late; 
were refused permission to record their 
votes in approval of the journal of the pre- 
vious day. The Senate amendments to House 
bill fixing duty on ribbons were concurred 
in. Senate bill providing for the ascertain- 
ment of the mortgage indebtedness of the 
country was amended and adopted. Public 
business was then suspended, and the 
House listened to eulogies of the late Repre- 
sentative Richard W. Townshend, of Illi- 
nois, after which, as a mark of respect to 
the memory of deceased, the House ad- 
journed. 

IN the Senate, on the 17th, Mr. Dawes pre- 
sented several hundred petitions against 
the export of intoxicating liquors to Africa. 
Petitions against the suppression of the Re- 
publican vote in Mississipri were also pre- 
sented. An original Pacific Railroad Fund- 
ing bill wasreported. A number of bills of 
minor importance were passed, and Mr. 
Blair continued his address on the Educa- 
tional bill In the House Mr. Carlisle led 
a protest against the approval of the journal 
onthe ground that it contained an entry 
made by dictation of the Speaker, indicat- 
ing that the question would be appealed to 
anotherforum. The old question of,a quo- 
rum present but not voting sooncame up 
and consumed most of the remainder of the 
session. The bill for the relief of the In- 
dians of Devil’s Lake Agency was passed. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

Mar. Doanr, of Newark, N. J., who 
was lately given the title of Prothono- 
tary Apostolic by the Pope, has noti- 
fied the parishioners of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral that they must take their 
children from the public schools and 
send them to the parockial schools, on 
penalty of excommunication and denial 
of absolution. 

CARDINAL MANNING, writing in the 
Deutsche Revue, of London, on Em- 
peror William’s Jabor rescripts, says: 
“I think this imperial act the wisest 
and worthiest that has proceeded from 
any sovereign in our times. The con- 
ditions of the wage-earners in every 
European country is such as to forma 
grave danger to every European state.” 

Justice DEAK, of the British Colum- 
bian Supreme Court, has rendered a de- 
cision which declares that the Govern- 
ment of Unitei States has no jurisdic- 
tion over Behrings sea outsido of the 
marine league limit. ; 

On the 17th Senator Blair presented in 
the Senate a petition signed by 36,000 
citizens praying for the pensioning of 
army nurses. 

Ir is semi-officially stated that Prince 
Bismarck intends to resign all of the 
Prussian ministerial offices held by him, 
retaining only the Chancelorship. 

Tur Paris edition of the New York 
Herald of the 17th stated that President 
Carnot had decided to pardon the young 
Duke of Orleans. 

CAPTAIN JEFFREY JERWAY of the fish- 
ing schooner Midnight, of Gloucester, 
Mass., as been missing since the 15th. 
He had with him $550, part of which he 
owed his men. 

ON the 17th the Senate bill granting 
public land for reservoir purposes to the 
city of Colorado Springs, Col., was or- 
dered to be favorably reported by the 
House committee on public lands. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


R. B. Tussey, for four years district 
clerk in Adams County, Neb., was ar- 
rested at Hastings, on the 12th, for em- 
bezzlement. His shortage amounts to 
something over $2,500. He gave bonds 
in the sum of $2000. 

On the 15th Mrs. William L. Bradley, 
wife of one of the leading capitalists 
and real-estate owners of Dubuque, Ia., 
died very suddenly while under the in- 
fluence of chloroform, administered by 
her family physician. 

‘ ABOUT ‘noon on the 12th Thomas Bry- 
ant, a boy sixteen years of age, shot his 
mother dead’ at her home in Butte, 
Mont., robhed her trunk of $500, and 
made his escape to thehills. A sheriff's 
posse waa .at.at once put on the track of 
the mirderer.

Maynej'at San Diego, Cal., on the 12th, 
‘on ‘the’ “‘chatge of murder, Bertha 
Johnson, the prosecuting witness shot 
Mayne three times, taking effect in the 
head, neck and shoulder, inflicting | 
probably fatal wounds. 





Ir is reported that a party of Eu: 
ropeans, consisting of Messrs. Roque, 
two merchants of Haidhong, Captain F 
Rose and the Messrs. Roque’s com: 
pradore, were captured by a band of 
pirates in Tonquin, last month, and 
Captain Rose was murdered. 

On the 18th, by an accident on the 
Philadelphia, Reading & Atlantic City 
railroad near Camden, N. J., seven men, 
all Italians, were badly injured. 

THE grand jury of Mercer County (N. 
J.), on the 13th, reported that they had 
found no bill against Dr. Kniffen and 
Miss Pursell in the mysterious Kniffen 
murder case. 

ON the 17th Captain Liklahroff, of the 
Russian army, was found severely wound- 
ed in the dwelling of a brother officer, 
Captain Bezobrazoff. The cause of his 
injuries is being investigated. _ 

On the 17th the New York City grand 
jury began an investigation on its own 
account into the wrecking of the Lenox 
Hill and Equitable banks. Bank-Ex- 
aminer Hepburn and Conrad N. Jordan 
were examined. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

THE National Assembly of the League 
of American Wheelmen held their an- 
nual meeting at the Grand Union Hotel, 
New York City, beginning on the 17th. 
About sixty members were present. 

It was decided at a special meeting of 
the freight committee of the Trunk 
lines, held in New York City on the 17th, 
for the purpose of taking action in the 
matter of through rates to the North- 
west, which had suffered of late by rea- 
son of the cutting of the St. Paul and 
other roads, to withdraw all quotations 
to the Northwest and quote only to Chi- 
cago. 

In England efforts are being made 
to organize an international demonstra- 
tion in favor of an eight-hour working 
day. 

CLuBs and organizations in Great 
Britain interested in the eight-hour 
guestion have called meetings in or- 
der to ‘‘make the May demonstration 
in Great Britain universal and success- 
ful.” 

Ir is said that a great strike of British 
coal miners is probable, four hundred 
thousand of the operatives having de- 
termined to insist upon their demand 
for a ten per cent. increase of wages. 

TuE first shipment of iron from Ala- 
bama to Pittsburgh was sent from Shef- 
field a few days ago. It consisted of 
5,000 tons. A contract for another ship- 
ment of 12,000 tons has been made. A 
banquet was held on the night of the 
day of shipment at which prominent 
business men celebrated the event. 

Ir is said that a movement is on foot 
by the Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany to secure control of the Baltimore 
& Ohio, thus making, with the Wiscon- 
sin Central, acomplete line from ocear 
to ocean. 

Ir is current rumor that the Louisi- 
ana State Lottery Company, which is 
making $3,700,000 per annum net, will 
propose to pay the State debt of over 
$10,000,000 for a renewal of its charter, 
which expires two years hence.

DAN BEELER and Bill Hunnicut, two 
notorious murderers, were discovered 
breaking out of jail at Knoxville, Tenn., 
on the 18th, and were held. They had 
been assisted by friends and had torp 
their cell to pieces. 

THE police jury of Madison Parish, 
La., has made an appropriation for levee 
inspectors and guards, and authorized 
its president to appoint them. 


BoATMAN’s SAVINGS BANK, one of the 
oldest financial institutions of Missouri, 
will on March 1 become Boatman’s Na- 
tional Bank, with a capital of $4,000,000, 
the largest in St. Louis. 

Two Cincinnati Southern freight trains 
sollided at Mellville, Tenn., on the 16th. 
Engineer Henry Crow and Brakeman 
Will Gray were killed. Fireman Andy 
Moore was badly hurt and itis feared he 
will die. 

OnE wing of the Insane Asylum, two 
mileswest of Little Rock, Ark., burned 
on the 16th. Loss about $30,000 or $40,- 
000. No insurance. Fire origin is a 
mystery. 

A TERRIBLE scourge of smallpox it 
prevailing along the Rio Grande, and 
particularly among the inhabitants in 
the region of country between Laredo 
and Brownsville. It is said the people 
are dying off faster than they can be 
buried. 

THE most severe wind storm known to 
the oldest inhabitants of Gallatin, 
Tenn., struck that place on the 14th. 
Trees, signs, fences and outhouses were 
blown down on every street of the town. 

A BILL was introduced in the House o> 
l4th providing for the pensioning;’#t tie 
rate of $25 a month, from March 4, 1889, 
of all women who were nurses in the 
Federal army during the late war. 











THE RUSSIAN WAY. 


Rubenstzin, the Canadian, the Champion 
Fancy Skater of the World, Denied His 
Prizes and Otherwise Treated with In- 
dignity in Russia Because He is a Jew. 
St. PETERspuRG, Feb. 17.—Louis 

Rubenstein, the champion American 

fancy skater,who won the world’s cham- 

pionship in this city on Thursday last, 
is having a hard time of it because of 
his Israelitish origin. The judges refuse 
to award Rubenstein the prize, notwith- 
standing that they declared him the 
victor on the day of the tournament. 
In a letter to relatives in Montreal 
from this city Rubenstein, a week 
before the tournament, expressed fear 
that his Israelitish extraction would 
cause him trouble, and it did. The first 
day he appeared on the ice he was ar- 
rested, his passport taken and he was 
ordered out of Russia inside of twenty- 
four hours. Rubenstein appealed tothe 

British Ambassador, who protested. 
The next morning Rubenstein was 

dragged out of bed to the prefecture of 
police and told that immediately upon 
the conclusion of the tournament he 
must leave Russia. He asked for his 
passport, but it was refused him. An- 
other appeal to the Ambassador 
resulted in the passport being 
returned, but the words ‘“‘British sub- 
ject” were crossed out and the word 
‘Jew” inserted. Rubenstein was sub- 
jected to many petty annoyances devised 
for the purpose of hurting his chances 
in the tournament, and Baron Wolff, 
who interfered, was told to mind his 
own business. The indications are that 
the judges of the tournament have had 
pressure applied to defraud him of the 
championship. 








POST-OFFICE TROUBLES. 


A Large Number of Citizens of Sharon, 
Ga., Arrested for Interfering with the 
Post-Office Arrangements at that Place— 
The Prisoners Taken to Augusta. 
AvGustTa, Ga., Feb. 18.—Yesterday 

morning at four o’clock United States 
Deputy-Marshal Corbett, of Macon, and 
five deputy marshals appeared at 
Sharon, Ga., and arrested during the 
day seventeen prominent citizens of the 
town and county, charged with conspir-— 
acy and intimidation against E. L. Duck- 
worth, the newly-appointed postmaster 
at Sharon. The marshals were armed 
with Winchester rifles when they began 
making the arrests, but they met with 
no resistance, and later in the day 
Marshal Corbet instructed his deputies 
to lay aside their rifles, having been 
assured by those under arrest and other 
citizens that the arrested p™ties woulc 
accompany them voluntarily whereve 
ordered. 

The entire party arrived in Augusta 
last night, and were taken to the 
Arlington Hotel. They will have a 
hearing to-day before United States 
Commissioner Irvin Alexander. United 
States District-Attorney Erwin will be 
here to prosecute the cases. 

The warrants are based on testimony 
taken by post-poffice inspectors who 
have been at Sharon forseveral days in- 
vestigating the case. 


HEROIC’ TREATMENT. 


A Newton (Conn.) Wife-Beater Given a 
Dose of His Own Medicine by Incensed 
Citizens—Lashed to a Telegraph Pole 
and Whipped with Rawhides. 

Newron, Conn., Feb. 18..—John Camp- 
bell, of this place, was Sunday night 
flogged by masked men and is suffering 
badly. Campbell has been in the habit 
of beating his wife, an amiable young 
woman, and has unce been confined in 
jail for the offense. The couple live in 
a neat cottage on the turnpike, and the 
neighbors say they often heard Camp- 
bell beating his wife. Sunday after- 
noon he struck her on the head with a 
blunt instrument, making a dangerous 
scalp wound. Mrs. Campbell fled to a 
neighbor’s house, where her wounds 
were dressed, and she was made com- 
fortable. Late Sunday night four citi- 
zens disguised and masked entered 
Campbell’s house and dragged him to 
the street. Campbell’s night-shirt was 
torn off, and in a nude conditien he was 
lashed to a telegraph pole. The four 
men then whipped him with rawhides 
until he became unconscious. The 
man’s back and limbs were covered with 
welts. He was carried back to his 
house and placed in bed. His cries 
aroused the neighbors and brought a 
crowd to the scene, but when they 
found Campbell was being whipped, no 
resistance was offered. 


PASSED AWAY. 


Death of Samuel H. Knight, One of the 
Oldest Officials of the Chicago & Alton 
Road, at St. Louis. 

St. Lovis, Feb. 17.—Samuel H. Knight, 
she well-known general agent of the 
Chicago & Alton passenger department 
in this city, died yesterday morning at 
his residence in this city. About a week 
since he was taken sick, the symptoms 
developing dropsy, and the fatal stage, 
the region of the heart, was reached at 
an early hour yesterday. 

Mr. Knight was born at Warren, 
Mass., December 8, 1831, and he wasin 
his. fifty-ninth year. He entered the 
railway service in 1858 as paymaster of 
the Chicago & Alton in its earliest days, 
and in 1863 he was appointed assistant 
general superintendent of the road. In

Fearful Tragedy. 

A fearful tragedy was enacted in New- 
berry County, S. C., recently. James RB. 
Clary, a farmer, seems to have deter 
mined to exterminate his family. He 
first undertook to kill his daughter, 
eighteen years old, by shooting her with 
a@ pistol, but was thwarted in the at- 
tempt by neighbors, who were sent fi. 
to protect the family. While all were 
present in the room he managed to get 
hold of a small axe, and before any body 
could interfere he gave his wife three 
severe blows on the head, which will 
prove fatal. Clary has been drinking 
heavily forsome years, and possibly was 
crazed from drink. 


School-House Incendiaries Arrested. 
The $1,000 reward offered for the 
burners of the negro school-houses that 
have been destroyed in Pine Bluff, Atk., 
within the past six months, has resulted 
in the arrest of three negroes: S. J. 
Hollinsworth, a prominent negro law- 
yer; Thomas Jefferson and Jake Waters. 
They were taken before Squire Rogers, 
@ negro justice of the peace, and 
held under $5,000 each for Hollins- 
worth and Waters and $2,000 for 
Jefferson. This ends a school-house 
fight that has been raging among the 
negroes of Pine Bluffs for six months. 
That city claimed the finest system of 
negro schools in the South, and until 
lately they were well attended. Last 
summer Hollinsworth’s wife was drop- 
ped from the list of teachers. Hollins- 
worth then charged that the women 
teachers in the schools were immoral. 
The fight became warm and three of 
the finest school-houses in Pine Bluff 
were burned. MHollinsworth is the 
most prominent negro in that part of 
the State, and hitherto has borne a fair 
reputation. Failing to give bond all of 
the parties were placed in jail. 





A Boy Going Around the World. 
Fred Busbee, a ten-year-old boy, 
whose parénts ‘reside n Chattanooga, 
Tenn., left Birmingham, Ala., recently 
to make a tour around the world. When 
the boy arrived at Birmingham he was 
arrested, and his father notified. His 
father wired the police to turn him 
loose. He was released and at once re- 
sumed his journey, taking a train for 
New Orleans, from which place he will 
go to San Francisco over the Southern 
Pacific. Fred says he is determined to 
make the trip, and is confident he can 
make it in safety. He expects to beat 
his way.

Only the 
Governor can now prolong his life, ang 
he is not likely to interfere. 





A Vacant Jail. 

All the prisoners in the Durham 
County (N. C.) jail made their escape a 
few nights ago. An _ investigation 
showed that when the jail was locked 
every thing was secure. During the 
night a rear window was broken and a 
key was handed in, tied on a long pole. 
The key fitted the doors of the cells. 
The combination lock was unlocked and 
the prisoners released themselves. 
They then picked a hole through the 
wall underneath a rear window, and 
made their escape before daylight.

Since land is as 
chaep as it is in the South there is no 
reason why every head of a fami-y 
should not live in his own house. 
The money paid out during five or 
six years forrent will in most cases 
buy the land rented. Most farmers 
donot begin buying because they 
are not able to buy a iarge number 
of acres at once. A few acres, 
twelve or twenty, well cultivated will 
be of more value than one hundred 
acres poorly cultivated, and too it is 
much easier to pay for the small! 
farm and thus be independent. 
When one rents, the house soon be 
gins to go to pieces, the fences fall 
down and the land grows poor and 
the farmer does not make repairs and 
manure the land, because he is not 
the owner and does not expect to live 
on the place long. Every time a 
farmer moves from one place to an- 
other he losesone years work, A 
man never begins to have self respect 
until he owns his home. If he owns 
his house he will see that it does not 
fall to pieces and that the fences are 
keptup. Each he will make the 
land richer. He will plant peach 
trees, apple trees, and strawberries, 
will build a nice little barn etc. He 
will slso own cows, hogs, chickens, 





and raise vegetables and thus not be 
compelled to buy every thing he; 
eats. When he begins to do these 


of raising it that they think there is 
no other way better than this one. 
But there is a better way and it can 
be brought about if each one will se» 
cure fur himself a little farm that he 
can call home. . 

If all who read what I have writ- 
ten or hear it read, will begin at once 
to buy; in five years, with few excep- 
tions they can be living on their own 
farms. Fach man owes it to his wife 
and to his children to give them a 
home as soon as possible in which to 
live.

The harmonious understanding ar- 
rived ai, however, is a promising indica- 
tion of a satisfactory conclusion of what 
is Lnown as the Behring sea troubles, 
over which Canada and the United 
States have had so much controversy.

Hon. H. C. Speake, Judge Circuit Court 
of Madison county, Ala.: 


We, the grand jurors of the February 
term of your circuit court for 1890, beg 
leave to make this our report: 

That we have closed our labors in the 
grand jury room in examing witnesses 
and disposing of cases brought before us.

Having been instructed by you to make 
an examination of the property of the 
county, and in what condition, and under 
what management we found the same, 
also to examine the records of the justices 
of the peace, bonds of officers and all the 
duties placed upon us as grand jurors.

and found it kept neat and clean, but we 
would recommend that the sick be furn- 
ished with such food as may be recom- 
mended by the county physician, and 
would also recommend that the large cell 
in the old jail be fixed and fitted up as a 
hospital for the sick, thereby saving them 
from much unpleasantness which they 
must endure situated as they now are. 

We further suggest that the cells be 
furnished with some kind of seats, to pre- 
vent prisoners from sitting in the widows 
and thereby preventing the circulation of 
pure air.

—Hemorrhages of the lungsor stomach 
are promptly checked by small doses of 
salt. The patient should be kept ar 
quiet as possible. 

—That formation of hard skin on the 
hands which simulates eczema can often 
be relieved by rubbing in lanoline, or 
wool-fat, with pumice-stone. 

It is asserted that corns and bunions 
can be relieved by painting them three 
times a day with a mixture of equal 
parts of sweet-oil and tincture of iodine. 
—A good way to wash kid gloves. 
Spread out the gloves smooth and neat. 
Rub toward the fingers with a flannel 
dipped in milk and well soaped. Rub 
them well and dry. The gloves will be 
soft and clean. 

—Goose oil rubbed on the throat and 
chest is an old-time remedy for croup, 
but after its use the child must be kept 
well covered and away from draughts, 
as itis very opening to the pores, and 
the least cold often proves fatal. 
—Every one who prizes good health 
and intends to maintain it should in- 
dulge inadryrub upon going to bed. 
A flesh brush is good for the purpose, 
but a good rough towel is better. The 
object is to keep the pores open and in 
nealthy activity. 

—Tea-drinkers are warned against the 
careless habit of leaving any tea in the 
teapot to be ‘‘warmed over,’’ or to be 
taken cold at an hour much later than 
when it was made. The tannin which 
tea that has been long standing con- 
tains, does a great deal of mischief. 
—Sufferers from neuralgia are warned 
by a medical writer not to drink tea; 
‘but to drink freely of coffee into which 


"| the juice of a lemon has been squeezed. 


Neuralgia is said to indicate a low and 
depressed state of vitality. The best 


jremedy is to build up and fortify the 


constitution. 

—An excellent remédy for whooping 
cough is to pour boiling water on flax 
seed, steep it some time, strain, and tc 
every pint of tea add enough granulated 
sugar or honey to make a thick sirup, 
and after boiling them together a few 
minutes put in the juice of two lemons. 
It is said a few spoonfuls taken often 
will soon relieve the cough. 

‘ —For rheumatism beat one egg, yelk 
and white together, add one wineglass- 
ful of brown vinegar, and one wine- 
glassful of turpentine. Let the mixture 
stand one hour, then put. in» bottle and 
cork. Evening and morning rub the 
part affected with the pains with the 
above mixture. It is also useful to rub 
on the neck when the throat is sore, 
‘or on the chest when the cold is there. 
——Any one who suffers from chilblains 
will be glad to try the following remedy 
recommended by a writer in Arthur’s 
Home Magazine: 1 made a strong solu- 
| tion of white oak bark as hot as I could 
bear, and bathed my feet every night 
before retiring. It made a porfect cure.

Social Laws Whose Observance Is Essen: 
tial to Good Fellowship. 

Social laws are humanizing influences 
whén obeyed understandingly. They 
may seem to oppress, at times, free 
movement, but that oppression is de- 
elopment,.for it forces. us. to live in 
obedience to a system; and obedience to 
system means order, and order ig Heav- 
en's first law. Obedience to social laws 
not only reduces friction, but it spares 
love many wounds. How many times 
is love fatally wounded by the omission 
of an act that is simply one of courtesy, 
and which would never be omitted be- 
tween strangers except through ignor- 
ance! Indeed, it would seem sometimes 
that we tried to show our affection by 
the omission of actsof courtesy. There 
is no doubt that separations between 
members of the same family would 
many times have been avoided had so- 
cial laws been obeyed, had not liberty 
been taken with the law of love. 
Not long since a young girl, one of 
three intimate school friends, died. One 
of the three had married and moved 
away from her nativecity. An accident 
afew months agotoa member of her 
family caused her friends to write let- 
ters of sympathy which remained un- 
acknowledged. All through the sick 
girl’s delirium she asked for the letter 
from her friend which had never been 
received. After her death the friend 
gave every evidence of warm affection, 
but it was too late to remove one pang 
from the loving heart that was still, and 
whith had been wounded so carelessly. 
If the knowledge ever comes to her, it 
will leave a memory that will never be 
blotted out. Itis just this possibility 
a being separated by death that should 
make us careful to observe the law ol 
lindly living, for that is all that social 
brms imply or demand, and kindness is 
he foundation of happiness. 

Obedience to social laws does not 
Mean cold formality, any more than 
olkdience to moral laws means sancti- 
mOjousness. Either or both express a 
certin harmoniousness of nature, a 
bleniing of heart and head that means 
an eMtional nature well balanced.

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CHINESE BANKING. 


Berruwing Money Under a System Called 
the ‘‘Woo-ey.” 
The Chinese have a way of borrowing 
and lending money under a system that 
they call a Woo-ey, that allows itsmem- 
bers to borrow ina stated sum and repay 
it by installments. Any member of a 
Woc ey who takes a share and does not 
wish to borrow himself obtains a good 
interest on the money he invests. The 
plan of a Woo-ey is as follows: Ah Sing 
wants to borrow $100 and repay it in in- 
ee so he starts a Woo-ey; his 
rst step is to find 20 persons who are 
willing to take a $ share in a $100 
Woo-ey. Ah Sing is known as the 
Woo-ey Tow, or head of the Woo-ey; 
the shareholders are known as Woo-ey 
Chi, or children of the Woo-ey. The 
Woo-ey lasts for 20 months; each Woo- 
ey Chi pays tn $5 to the Woo-ey Tow, so 
that Ah Sing obtains his $100. At the 
end of the month Ah Sing goes to each 
of the shareholders and asks for bids for 
the next loan; each member writes his 
name and the amount of interest he is 
willing to pay on a slip of paper. Every 
member has the right of borrowing 
money once during the Woo-ey. After 
the bids are all received they are opened 
and read and the money lent to the high- 
est bidder. We will suppose that 2 per 
cent is the hignest bid. Ah Sing, who 
now pays the first installment, has to 
pay in the full amount of $5, while the 
others deduct the 2 per cent. and pay in 
$4.90. When the next installment falls 
due thre are two members who have to 
pay in the full amount, and so the Woo- 
ey runs on. At the end of 15 or 16 
months the interest offered is often as 
high as 25 or 30 per cent., but as 15 of 
the members have borrowed and so have 
to pay in the full amount of %, it 
is only the four or five left who 
get the benefit of the heavy in- 
terest. Sometimes toward the last of 
the Woo-ey, when two or three dif- 
ferent ones wish to borrow, the rates 
offered are often as high as 75 per cent., 
and in one instance 100 per cent. was 
bid on a $ Woo-ey. As there were 
three members that had not borrowed, 
the Celestial had only to pay the heavy 
premium to two men. Sometimes the 
Woo-ey is as low as 50 cents a share, 
and I have known of Woo-eys as high as 
$50 a share.—N. Y. Herald.

PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

GEORGE FRANCIS TRAIN is perfecting 
plans for his proposed trip around the 
world, which he expects to accomplish 
within sixty days, starting from Tacoma, 
Wash. 

Consensus of opinion about the 
Dominion Parliament is that the new 
extradition treaty as ratified by the 
United States Senate is all that could 
be desired. 

On the 20th Governor Hill of New 
York signed the World’s Fair bill. 

Ir is said that the operation per- 
formed upon young Abraham Lincoln, 
son of the United States Minister to 
England, is pronounced by the physi- 
cians tobe in every respect successful, 
and there is now reason to believe that 
he will recover. 

On the 22d J. B. Hilton, son of Judge 
Hilton, of New York, and manager of 
the London branch of che latter’s dry- 
goods business, died at Bournemouth, 
England, from the effects of influenza. 

Tne St. James Gazette deduces from 
the result of the German elections the 
conclusion that it is unsafe to extend 
the franchise to the ignorant common- 
alty. ‘The lesson which has just been 
taught to Germany by the liberal ex- 
tension of the franchise,” it says, ‘‘ap- 
plies to‘England in the matter of free 
education and many other questions 
which unthinking politicians bring for- 
ward from time to time.” 

RovumMANIA has decided to ask Russia 
to recall M. Hetrivo, Russian Minister 
to Roumania, on account of his implica- 
tion in the plots against Prince Ferdi- 
nand. 

On the 23d the boy-King of Spain was 
again indisposed, although it was stated 
that his illness was not serious. 

THE Sultan of Zanzibar telegraphed to 
Emperor William announcing his suc- 
cession to the throne and expressing his 
devotion to Germany. 

Ir is said that Henry Villard is inter- 
esting himself in St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis street railways and gas plants. 

On the 24th Judge Garrison, of Phila- 
delphia, rebuked certain parties for an 
attempt to influence a witness ina crim- 
inal trial. 

On the 24th the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne was adopted in 
the British House of Commons. 

On the 24th John E. Reyburn, of Phil- 
adelphia, the successor of William D. 
Kelley in the House of Representatives, 
was sworn in and took his seat. 

Tne Silver Bow (Mont.) contest for 
sheriff was decided in favor of the Dem- 


ocratic contestant. 
CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


GreorceE McBRIERLYy, the notorious 
wife-beater, who has been such a sourve 
of annoyance to the people of Salisbury, 
Md., was tied to an electric-light pole 
early on the morning of the 20th, 
stripped of his coat and vest and severe- 
ly horse-whipped by Mr. R. D. Grier and 
his brother, F. G. Grier, proprietors of a 
large machine-shop and iron foundry. 

On the 22d an explosion occurred at 
the Armour-Cudahy Packing House, at 
South Omaha, Neb., which resulted in 
the death of two men, and which may be 
followed by the death of many others, 
who were severely wounded. 

On the 2ist, as M. Tauchanovitch, 
Serviag Minister of the Interior, was 
leaving his bureau in Belgrade, he was 
seriously wounded in the head by @ 
stone thrown by a bystander. Efforts 
were made to arrest the assailant, but 
he succeeded in escaping. 





MISCELLANEOUS. 

AxsoutT the middle of March the Ger- 
man Labor Conference will meet in Ber- 
lin. England, France, Austria, Belgium, 
Holland, Italy, Sweden and Switzer- 
land will participate. Russia and Amer- 
ica have declined to take part. 

OwInG to the prevalence of influenza, 
the Congregation of the Universal In- 
quisition at Rome has issued a decree 
signed by Cardinal Monaco, and pub- 
lished in the official organ of the Vati- 
can, abolishing the Lenten fast of this 
year throughout the whole world. This 
is the first decree of the kind ever is- 
sued from the Vatican. 

IN many parts of Sicily the early 
spring crops have been destroyed by 
heavy snows, and the resultant distress 
which must last for several months has 
already begun. 

IMPORTATION of American swine meat 
into Germany is again permitted, but 
only atone port—that of Kiel—where 
such an elaborate system of inspection 
has been established that it is thought 
impossible for any danger to exist of 
diseased meats slipping through. 

ON the 24th Chicago was selected by 
the House of Representatives as the 
place for holding the World’s Fair in 
1892, in honor of the discovery of Amer- 
ica by Christopher Columbus. The 
choice was made on the eighth ballot, 
the vote being: Chicago, 157; New York, 
107; St. Louis, 25; ‘Washington, 18. 

CoMPLETE returns of the late elections 
for the German Reichstag show the fol- 
lowing results: Conservatives, 52; Im- 
perialists, 16; Centrists, 90; Freissinnigs, 
22; National Liberals, 16; Socialists, 21; 
Alsatians, 21; Poles, 14; Guelphs, 2; Dane, 
1. The number of re-ballots necessary 
is 151. 

New York capitalists will endeavor 
to recover $4,000,000 which the Supreme 
Court says has been collected by cus- 
toms officers in violation of law. 

‘‘BoomMERS” are gathering along the 
southern edge of the Cherokee Strip, 
anticipating its opening for settlement. 

A REIGN of terror is said to prevail in 
the island of Cuba.

CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 








THE Steel Car Company of New York 
is organizing a $1,000,000 company to 
erect works at Chattanooga, Tenn. The 
company will purchase 1,000 acres of 
land adjoining the city, and in addition 
to the stoel works will put up a rolling 
mill. 

Mason, TENN., was visited by a ter- 
rific hail storm on the 24th. Some of 
the hail stones were an inch in diame- 
ter. The fall of hail lasted about fif- 
teen minutes and was followed by delug- 
ing rain and a high wind. 

A sERIOUS epidemic of measles, com- 
plicated with pneumonia, prevails in 
Catahoula parish, La. Nearly all cases 
are fatal. 

At Shelbyville, Ky., on the 23d, How- 
ard Hall took by mistake for cough mix- 
ture a dose of liniment made of croton 
oil and iodyne. He died in greatagony. 

Forty persons were drowned at Pres- 
cott, Arizona, on the 22d by the giving 
way of the large storage dam built 
across the Hassayampa river two years 
ago. 

GOVERNMENT OFFICERS are at New- 
port, Ky., investigating a new style of 
vandalism. For some time unknown 
parties have been dropping lighted 
matches, lighted cigars and burning 
paper into mail boxes in various parts 
of the city and many letters have been 
wholly or partially destroyed. Lately 
the vandals have varied this procedure 
by putting tobacco juice and foul water 
in the boxes. 

Tue Tennessee Legislature met in 
extra session on the 24th. 

Joun Jacos Astor, eldest son of the 
late William Astor, grandson of the 
original John Jacob Astor, and head of 
the third generation of the Astor family, 
died suddenly at New York on the 22d 
of heart failure, aged 65. He inherited 
two-thirds of his father’s estate, valued 
at $200,000, 000. 

Tue Priebatsch Lumber Company’s 
millat Brookhaven, Miss., was destroyed 
by fire on the 23d. The mill was one 
of the largest in the South. Loss, $75, 
000.
